WFoolery, whoſe Name is much known in Caroline, and moſt parts of America, and who was a- 
netlier of Fores%s/ Deputies) came bur, and with his Sword drawn, Preſented the Point 'to 
Coll: Bowen: Breaſt, requiring him to-draw, which he (conſidering the Dangerous conſequence 
thereof) refuſed v6-do : Faction (with many Bloody- Oaths, and Horrid tmprecations) ſaid, 
he would have/the Souk of ſome of ns ; and that: (if he had his Weſtern Men of who Forcs 
had newly 'nikdehim Captain) he would drive vs allto the Devil. Mr:-Afbley (who was Pre- 
ſident of the Council)" required diny in their Majeſties Name to keep the Peace; To which he 
reply*d, Thar be would not obey his Commands, and they were Fools that would ; and caIPd 
out, Whois'for Jack-ov, whereupon two Men came forth as Abettors to him, in his Seditions 
Ations, but noneappeared to Suppreſs them. At laſt (with much perſwaſion of Coll. Bowen) 
Jackion was 11ittle Cooled, but by: his Heftoring, Martin Cock was Imboldned to give Coll. 
Bowen, and Preſident 4ſbley, maſt Abuſive and Provoking Language, and to Challange them. 
By this their Infolent and Seditious Behaviour, I was in great danger of being Aſfaulted, by 
two Lewd and /Impudent Women, the one being F=orizorr Wife, The other Grave*'s Whore, 
from whom £'was forc'd Patiently to cake very Abuſive Language. This days work brake the 
Council in pieces,-ſothee-rhey could not proceed to Settle the Government, nor do any rhing 
rending thereunts;;-whereby all aur Laws (according to the Lords Proprietors Rules of Go- 
vernment)-did Expire, they allowing them to continve but Two Years, unleſs Ratified by 
their Afent,' which none of ours were; So, Eight Days after this Combuſtion, our Laws did 
give up the Ghoſt.

Bartholomew Mevcier, (a Native Frenchman who in the year 1688. or 8g. was Leader of a Party 
of Men who Robbed, ſome Freneb Proteſtants, who had fled for Religion from ſome of the 
French Plantations, and were Bound for Caroline; but their Veſſel proving Leaky, they came 
tothe Weſtend of this Iſland to repair the ſame, where being deſcried by ſome of our People, 
Information was given of them, and a Party ſent to diſcover who they were, who 3fter diſ- 
courſe with them,return'd with the account aforeſaid,viz. That they were Fugierve French Prote- 
refbancs for Religion, which ſatisfied the People 3. But not Hereier, who got together about 14. 
men, moſt of which were Pirates, with theſe, he Marched to them again, on pretence of not 
being ſufficiently ſatisfied concerning them z but the true reaſon was to Share their Money, 
which they 4did (by force of Armes, with threatnings of Death) compel them to part with,

the | s Morfieur Balle.) George — (who is Marſhal, and a Countrey 
Repreſentative, fo made, by Jone-*s Pat Parliament) and Roberr Bolror, Jones Foot Boy ; Theſe 
together with a parcel of the Seduced and Deluded Rabble, gathered together, and in a moft 
Beditious mannerbronght forth Jones, demanded his Armes, and Papers, of Coll. Bowen Clafen, 
{in whoſe Cuſtody they were) threatning that if they had them not, they would pull'down 
his Houſe, which they Forceably enter'd, and there took what they pleaſed : Then Re-eſta- 
bliſhed Jencs/as Governour : Jackzon at the ſame time declaring, That tho they had Reftorcd 
him to the Government, yet he was their Priſoner : After this, Jeckson, Cock, Winer, and 
.Bolcon, with about 9 of the Mobile-Vulgus (in a Riotous and S:ditious Manner) came to-my 
Houſe, of which (for my ſafety) I had ſhut up the Doors, Locking and Bolting them ; when 
they came up to the Houſe, I Spake to them throngh the Window, demanding what was their 
buſineſs, Jack» anfwer?d that they were.come for the Conntreys Books of Records, &c. 1 
told them I had not any Books of the Conntreys, tho I had the Books which contain*d the 
Records, and other Publick Concernments of the Comntry, and that they were my Propper 
Charge, committed'to my Truft by Major Hollowey, with the Approbation of the Conncil ; 
and that 1600 /. Bond was given as Security for my Fidelity in the Secretarys Office, which [1 
had by Deputation from Major Holloway, to whom I had given a Receipt for the Books which 
were  propperly his, being Purchaſed by him with his Money; and it would be a Breach of Truft 
and Obligation in me, to deliver them, unleſs Legally demanded :.
